MOUNT CARMEL, Pa., June 18 
(AP)—Investigators searched the 
scattered wreckage of a United 
Air Lines DC-6 today for the 
cause of the crash that took the 
lives of 43 persons, including that 
of theatrical producer Earl Car- 
roll. 

The big four-engine airliner, en 
route frédm San Diego, Calif., to 
New York, plowed into a 60,000- 
volt power line and exploded into 
flames yesterday afternoon near 
this eastern Pennsylvania anthra- 
cite community, 135 miles north- 
west of Philadelphia. 

The plane, flying not more than 
30 feet off the ground in clear 
weather, was attempting an emer- 
gency landing after one of its en- 
gines caught fire. It crashed at 
12:41, Eastern Standard Time. 
Time of the crackup was fixed 
as an electric clock at the Mid- 
valley Colliery of the Jeddo-High- 
land Coal Co. stopped’ when its 
wires were slashed by the plane.

SITUATION IS STILL CRITICAL 


However, U.S. Efforts Are Begin- 
ning to Show Progress. 


WASHINGTON, June 17 (AP)— 
President Truman told Congress 
today the situation in Greece “re- 


mains critical,” but that American 
efforts to réstore the .country's 
economy and bolster the Greek 
Army are beginning to show prog- 
ress. 

He said that the “quiet self-con- 
fidence and competence” of the 
Turkish armed forces—also being 
trained and equipped by this coun- 
try—“are a stabilizing influence” 
in that troubled area.

“The military situation still is of 
first importance,” the report con- 
tinued.

Raising of the maxjmum cost 
limitation to a more realistic 
level. The T.E.W. bill, passed by 
the Senate and approved by the 

House Banking Committee by a 

narrow margin before the Rules 

Committee killed it, wqyld have 

covered this, . 

Appropr-ation of funds for tem- 

porary construction loans and 

for annual operating subsidies. 

T.-E.-W. also called for this. 

Provision of tax exemption for 
public housing for the low- 
income group -erected in Mis- 
souri hereafter. A suit seeking 
to obtain this by court decree 
is pending, after. failure to get 
positive statutory action in the 

Legislature. (The two existing 
public housing establishments in 

St. Louis are tax exempt but a 

legal quirk has interfered with 

exemption for future projects.) 

The St. Louis Hou -.g Authority 
has 1315 dwilling units in its ex- 
isting establishments, Clinton- 
Peabody Terrace and Carr Square 
Village. It owns vitrually all of 
a site for 551 additional dwellings 
on the near-North Side, from 
which nearly all the old buildings 
have been removed. It has a con- 
tract with the Federal Public 
Housing Administration for: tem- 
porary construction funds—under 
the old and unrealistic cost limita- 
tions—and for annual ‘subsidies, 
for this project. 

Obstacles to Building. 

But the local Authority cannot 
proceed to erect these 551 homes 
until the Missouri tax exemption 
question=is cleared, the federal 
cost limitation is raised, and, funds 
appropriated to cover the differ- 
ence between: the old and new cost 
levels, 

The same conditions would ap- 
ply to any additional projects the 
Authority might undertake, except 
that for them the federal appropri- 
ation would have to cover the full 
amount of construction funds and 
subsidies they would need. 

Under the contract for the pro- 
posed third project here, funds 
now available are earmarked and 
being held for the St. Louis 
Authority, subject to call whenever 
the other obstacles may be re- 
moved, They are provided under 
the United States Housing Act of 
1937, Stanley W. Hahn, FPHA di- 
rector of area aid, at Chicago, told 
the Post-Dispatch today. 

The construction portion of 
these earmarked funds is limited 
to the level of cost under the 
1937 act—$1200 per room and $5000 
per family unit. The wartime and 
postwar rise in prices made it im- 
possible to provide decent, large- 
scale, modern housing at such fig- | 
ures. The T.-E.-W. bill, as applied 
to larger cities for the immediate 
future, would have raised the limit 
to $1750 per room, a level consid- 
ered at least fairly realistic.

The Fifth, with boundaries from 
the Mississippi river to Jefferson 
avenue and from North Market 
street to Franklin avenue, is made 
up principally of precincts from 
the old Fourth ward and some 
from the old Third, Fifth and 
EKighteenth wards.

It precipi- 
tated a clash in 1943 between 
Spicuzza and Nick Polito, com- 
‘mitteeman of the old Fourth 
ward, over who would be the 
dominant Republican in the new 
Fifth.

Violations Charged. 


A report by a federal grand 
jury told of wholesale violations 
of state election laws, but there 
was no indictment because of lack 
of evidence affecting the count on 
candidates for federal offices. 
Among its findings, the grand 
jury stated Spicuzza paid Polito 
$3000 to withdraw a suit challeng- 
ing the Spicuzza claim of resi- 
dence in the ward. The report 
stated that Polito, his attorney, 
Charles L. Moore, and Carl Du- 
binsky, Spicuzza’s lawyer, ad- 
mitted the transaction, but that 
Bombie refused .to sign a waiver 
of immunity and testify. The jury 
stated also that several of the 
Spicuzza. active workers at the 
polls were city employes, thus 
violating the city’s civil service 
law. There was also evidence that 
ballots were marked in advance 
by poll workers. 


After a lapse of four years, 


Bombie points to the grand jury, 


investigators as giving him, in 
effect, a clean bill of political 
health.

Counterfeiters, whose activities 
are usually confined to duplicat- 
ing the coin of the country, have 
been branching’ out, in recent 
weeks, into the field of streetcar 
and bus passes, Chief of Police 
Jeremiah O’Connell said today. 

First discovery’ of counterfeit 
weekly transportation tickets was 
made three weeks ago when sev- 
eral were found in the possession 
of a group of men arrested for 
gambling. Since then a number 
of other counterfeits, all made by 
transposing copies of originals on 
tracing paper to’ pieces of’ white 
cardboard,-have been picked up. 

Chief O’Connell issued an order 
to members of the Police Depart- 


ment today to be on the alert for 
counterfeits, A spokesman for the 


St. Louis Public Service Co. said 
the number of bogus passes found 
so far indicates the reproductions 
are the work of a ring of counter- 
feiters rather than an individual. 
Shortly after passes were first 
issued by the public service com- 
pany in 1940 a raSh of counterfeits 
broke out and it was discovered 
that the plates from which the 
bona-fide cards were printed had 
been used to make duplicates. The 
job of the counterfeiters is com- 
plicated as much as possible by 
the company which changes both 
the art work and the color of the 
passes each week. Legitimate 
weekly passes are sold for $1.50 
each, the company spokesman 
said, but the counterfeits are be- 
ing retailed at 50 cents apiece.

The device has a range from a 
fraction of a degree above abso- 
lute zero (459.6 degrees below zero 
Fahrenheit) to 5000 degrees above 
zero Fahrenheit. - - 
A piece of tungsten wire is a 


principal feature of the thermom- 
eter. Tungsten has the highest 
melting point (6098 degrees Fahr- 
enheit) of all metallic elements. 

At absolute zero, the molecules 
in the wire—and in all other mat- 
ter—are motionless. As the tem- 
perature increases, the activity of 
the molecules begins. The higher

Compromise Measure Worked Out in Confer- 
ence Goes to Senate — First Refugees 
Expected to Arrive in Fall. 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP) 
—The House approved a compro- 
‘mise bill today to let 205,000 home- 
less Europeans into the United 
States in the next two years. The 
bill now goes to the Senate. 

The House adopted the measure 
by voice vote after a move to send 
it back to committee was beaten 
down 266 to 133. 

A Senate-House conference com- 
mittee drew up the bill last night 
after the two chambers had 


passed conflicting legislation on 
admitting displaced persons. 

Representative Fellows (Rep.), 
Maine, House floor manager for 
the bill, said it will be next fall 
before the refugees begin arriving 
here because transportation will 
not be ready until then. 

In answer to congressional de- 
mands, the bill sets up a careful 
screening process to prevent entry 
of Communists and other “unde- 
sirables” in the guise of refugees. 

It would admit, starting next 
month, 200,000 “eligible” D.P.s; 
2000 persons who fled Czecho- 
slovakia after the Communists 
seized power in the spring, and 
3000 orphans under 16. 


Visitors May Remain. 


Some 15,000 aliens now visiting 
in this country, mostly students, 
also would be permitted to stay 
permanently if they came here 
before April 1948. 

The bill also would permit Ger- 
man and Austrian immigrants to 
enter this country under the regu- 
lar prewar quotas. Half of the 
quotas must be filled by persons 
of German ethnic origin now liv- 
ing in Germany but who were 
born in Poland, Yugoslavia, Ro- 
mania, Hungary or Czechoslo- 
vakia. These immigrants do not 
. Come under the special legislation 
on displaced persons. 

The compromise D.P. bill sets 
forth these major destrictions: 

1. Only those who entered 
German of Austrian occupation 
zones before Dec. 22, 1945, shall 
be considered “eligible” for ad- 
mission. 

2. At least 40 per cent of the 


200,000 shall come from areas 
which have been annexed by a 
foreign power—this means from 
eastern Poland and the Baltic 
countries of Lithuania, Latvia 
and Estonia which are under 
Russian control. 

3. At least 30 per cent of the 
immigrants must be trained in 
agriculture and must plan to 
become farm workers in this 
country. 

The heated arguments that pre- 
ceded earlier Senate and House 
approval of two different meas- 
ures were echoed in the joint com- 
mittee session. Four members re- 
fused to approve the compromise, 

Representative Celler (Dem.), 
New York. one of the objectors, | 
was particularly critical of pro- 
visions giving preference to Balts | 
and Poles, the farm requirements 
and the Dec, 22, 1945, shut-off 
date.

CONFEREES LAUNCH NATIONAL 
PROGRAM FOR GLEAN STREAMS 


WASHINGTON, June 18 (AP)— 
A Senate-House conference com- 
mittee agreed last night on legis- 
lation which sponsors describe as 
the first step in a nation-wide 
program to eliminate stream pol- 
lution. The measure now must 
go to the House and Senate. 

The conferees agreed on an au- 
thorization of $22,500,000 annually 
for five years for loans to states 
and municipalities. The Senate 
had voted $500,000,000 yearly for 
loans, including aid to industries, 
but the House approved only $20,- 
000,000. The bill says amounts not. 
claimed one year might be bor- 
rowed any time later in the five- 
year period. 

The final draft alsu authorizes | 
$1,000,000 annually for five years 
to states and municipalities to 
conduct research into stream pol- 
lution. Another $1,000,000 outlay 
annually is authorized for con- 
struction surveys. Annual outlays

“I bear no grudge against my 
wife,” the former husband said. 
“We parted friends.” 


He said his wife left Munich in 


mid-March for Bernkastel to be 


with Kuhn. She took her children 
with her. 

Kuhn's whereabouts mystified 
Allied authorities from the day he 
disappeared until June 15 when 
he applied for permission to live. 
in Bernkastel.and open a chem- 
ical business.

Kuhn told reporters his capture 
was his own fault. ; 


“I made a mistake by not living 
on the black market,” he said. 
“If I had done that, I would still 
be at large today. I was trying 
to make an honest living.”

“The door was wide open,” he

Sherwood writes that Hopkins, 
after his talk with Stalin in July, 
1941, was “almost dead” when he 
returned to England and joined 
Churchill and his party oh the 
BritisH battleship Prince of Wales 
to go to the Atlantic Charter 
meeting with Roosevelt off the 
coast of Newfoundland. 

Churchill was elated at the pros- 
pect of conferring personally with 
Roosevelt. Sherwood quotes Hop- 
kins as saying: 

“You would have thought Win- 
ston was being carried up into the 
h-- vens to meet God.” 

In preparation for the confer- 
ence, the British had drafted a 
“Parallel Communication to the 
Japanese Government” that) 
Churchill wanted this country, to- 
gether with Britain and The Neth- 
erlands, to send to Tokyo. A part 
of this message, according to the 
Hopkifis papers, said: 

“Any further encroachment by |- 
Japan in the southwestern Pacific | 
would produce a_ situation in| 
which the United States Govern- | 
ment would be compelled to take | 
counter measures even though | 
these might lead to war between | 
the United States and Japan.” 

Churchill was not able to sell 
this idea to Roosevelt. Instead 
the conference produced the At- 
lantic Charter, which, Sherwood | 
says, the British regarded at first 
as a “publicity handout.” 

No Secret Commitments. 

Sherwood asserts that there | 
were no secret commitments made | 
by Roosevelt and Churchill at the 
conference. Commenting on the | 
failure of the British proposal for | 
a parallel communication to Ja- 
pan, he writes: 

“It was this Asiatic phase of the | 
discussions at the Atlantic Con-| 
ference which occupied a _ vast 
amount of attention during the 
exhaustive Pearl Harbor investi- 
gation, because of the repeated 
isolationist charges that there had 
been ‘secret commitments.’ (As 
one of the British officials present 
at this meeting said to me, “We | 
wish to God there HAD been!”) | 
I have been given access to the | 
British records of the conference. 
I have found that all of the rec- | 
ords (American and British) put 
together not only fail to produce 
evidence of skulduggery but, inso- 
far as discussion of military mat- 
ters is concerned, fail even to pro- 
vide much of interest. The agree- 
ment for which the British had | 
hoped did not come near to reali- | 
zation.” 

Sherwood says that while Roose- 
velt and Churchill certainly had 
the capacity to annoy each other, 
the record shows a minimum of 
evidence of waspishness or any- 
thing less than the most amiable 
and courteous consideration.

It's Time to Get Tough | 


American help to Greece is not accomplishing 


_its purpose. So it is imperative that the Admin- 


istration should stiffen up enough to make sure . 


that the aid does what it is meant to do. 

With Levantine cupidity, Greece’s rich ruling 
class is’ getting richer on American millions. 
But it is devoting neither its own wealth nor its 
energy to the objects of the American assistance 
program... Instead of taking really effective 
measures against the Communist rebels, it js 
only clamoring for more money. Not even the 
Aegean pirates have been suppressed. 

Precious little help has reached the hard- 
pressed Macedonian farmers. The fine promises 
of the FAO plan for the country’s economic re- 
habilitation remain unfulfilled. Through almost 
unbelievable inefficiency, millions of dollars 
worth of American food has been allowed to 
spoil. Black markets flourish. 

Greece is ruled by terror, instead of democ- 
racy. After the assassination of one official, 
hundreds of men were taken out of the prisons 
and executed—men who obviously could have 
had nothing to do with the murder. Yet the 
regime which struck out in such blind and 
bloody fashion to avenge one of its own has 
done nothing about the murder of an American 
correspondent, George Polk. — 

The Sophoulis Government which was to have 
broken the grip of this reactionary clique has 
become a false front behind which the gougers 
can laugh more conveniently at “Uncle Sap.” 
The old Tsaldaris gang not only can outvote 
the middle-of-the-road members of ‘the cabinet, 
but through its control of the parliament it can 
oust them at pleasure. And instead of issuing 
orders to this crowd, the American mission in 
Athens merely makes suggestions which are ig- 
nored more often than not. 

* ™ Sad , 

This, in brief, is the story which American 
correspondents have been writing from Greece 
with increasing bitterness. , Ernie Hill told part 
of it in yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. George 
Weller, Fred Sparks, Homer Bigart, John Thale, 
Paul Ghali, Palmer Hoyt Jr., Marquis Childs 
and others have repeatedly reported in the same 
vein. Surely, the State Department must be get- 
ting similar reports through official channels. 


Why then does it not take the kind of action 


which would bolster ifs. requests for additional 
appropriations? Or is Greece, in Marquis 
Childs’ words, to become another China? Just 
a rat-hole for American dollars? 

The removal of Lincoln MacVeagh, friend of 
the ruling cabal, as American ambassador was a 
step in the right direction. The creation of the 
Sophoulis Government last September through 
the instrumentality of the State’ Department’s 
Loy Henderson seemed at the time to be an- 
other. And for a while Dwight Griswold, the 
American aid administrator, talked as if he 
meant business. Now he seems to be primarily 
concerned with rebuking those correspondenis 
who are getting the unpleasant facts to the 
American public. 

7 . *. 

It would not do, of course, for the United 
States to turn off the spigot. That would be 
admitting defeat in the effort to check Com- 
munist expansion. But the Americans in Greece 
could—and ought to—get tough enough to see 
that the United States gets what it is paying for. 
A hint has been given to the other Marshall Plan 
nations to put a little pressure on the Greek 
rightists to make a better showing. But surely 
the United States can be more direct than that! 

. Washington did not hesitate to take an obvious 
hand in last April’s Italian election, so it ought 
to be ready to do a little interfering in Greece. 
It could insist that wealthy Greeks be made sub- 
ject to taxation as poor Greeks are. It could 
insist that they use some of their own money for 
their own country’s future. It could insist on a 
more representative government and on more 
democratic procedures. It could demand—as 
London did—an explanation of mass executions. 


. It could take positive action in connection with 


the Polk murder. It could be a little more cool 
toward the Greek plunderbund and get a little 
closer to the Greek people by improving its 
present sad excuse for a publicity program. And 
there need be no concern about the Greek right- 
ists taking offense and asking the United States 
to withdraw. The last thing those men want to 
see is the United States getting out because that 
would mean the Russians coming in. 

Sooner or later the American people are going 
to demand such reforms. They can’t be satisfied 
with a continuation of the current sordid mess in 
return for their money. They are willing to 
bear the burden, but they want dividends in 
democracy. 
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No Parachutes 

For the second time within nine months a 
United Air Lines DC-6 luxury liner has caught 
fire in midair, sought to land and crashed, 
bringing death to all aboard. Thus, 43 persons 
died near Harrisburg, Pa., under circumstances 
similar to the Utah crash of last Oct. 24 in 
which 52 were killed. All DC-6s were grounded 
last November when an American Air Lines 
plane made a successful emergency landing at 
Gallup, N.M., after catching fire. Last March 
the 90-odd DC-6s were returned to service after 
extensive overhauling which was expected to 
eliminate the fire hazard. 

But since then there have been three minor 
fires in DC-6s, all of which were put out with 
ease and nothing more than a scare for the pas- 
sengers. Now another one has occurred and 
with fatal results for 43’persons. It was like the 
Utah crash in that the pilot had warning of his 
danger, almost made a safe landing, and lost his 
fight when only seconds away from the ground. 


He must have had a few minutes’ warning, since. 


his radio message, that he was attempting to 
Jand, was received. Was this crash, like that in 
Utah, one in which the passsengers and crew 
would have had time to “bail out” had they ~-had 
parachutes? 

Certainly, this is something to consider, since 
it seems that months of effort to rid the DC-6 
of fire danger have not been successful. Why 
should parachutes not be standard equipment in 
all planes? 
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_ A Land-Baron Bill 


The House has-voted and the Senate Appropri- 
ations Committee has approved an Interior De- 
partment bill with a rider which would oust 
Michael Strauss as Commissioner of Reclama- 
tion. The rider would require that the Reclama- 
tion Commissioner have five years’ experience 
as an engineer. Strauss is an able and consci- 
entious administrator, but he is not an engineer. 

Strauss’ offense is that he has opposed efforts 
of certain California Congressmen. to repeal the 
law forbidding federal irrigation to more than 
160 acres of farm land in the hands of any one 

‘owner. The 160-acre restriction arises origi- 
nally out of the Homestead Act of 1862. This 


» 
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established a. land policy of family-sized farms. 
The restriction was carried over in the Reclama- 
tion Act of 1902. . 

Senator Sheridan Downey and Rep. Alfred 
Elliott of California are leading the fight to re- 
peal the 160-acre limit as it effects the irrigation 
of the great Central Valley of California. The 
chief individual beneficiary of the repeal would 
be Joseph di Giorgie and his Di Giorgie Fruit 
Corp., whose 8000 acres dominate the fruit mar- 
ket of a large section of California. 

Wholly independent of the issue involved in 
the size of landholdings, the rider on the Interior 


Department bill is indefénsible. Although it does | 


not expressly name Strauss, it is aimed at him 
directly and is in effect. a bill of attainder. 

The Strauss- rider is designed to punish a fine 
official for opposing a measure that conflicts 
with the public interest. The Senate should see 
that it does not pass. , 
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Unfair Deal for Public Housing 


Homeléss Americans will question why the 
Rules Committee is afraid to give the House a 
fair chance to pass on a housing bill. ‘ 

The House is not to have an opportunity to 
consider the ‘Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, the Rules 
Committee decided. It is to be allowed only to 
consider a substitute thrown to it as a sop by the 
mouthpiece of the real estate lobby and arch-foe 
of public housing, Representative Wolcott. 

Wolcott's substitute retains the provisions of 
the T-E-W bill that would benefit the seller and 
omits th¢ provisions that would benefit the 
buyer or renter of housing. It ameunts to what 
Charles Abrams, a housing’ expert, calls socia)- 
ism for the rich and private enterprise for the 
poor. 

Mr. Wolcott is not too convincing, therefore, 
when he objects to a House vote on the T-E-W 
bill on the grounds that it is “socialized housing 
at any cost.” It isn’t socialism or non-socialism 
that has determined Mr. Wolcott's position. It’s 
whether the beneficiaries would be the real es- 
tate lobby or the public. 

Even if the T-E-W bill were—which it isn’t— 
dangerous socialism as Mr. Wolcott says, why 
should the Rules Committee hesitate to entrust 
it to the good judgment of the entire member- 
ship of the House? Has the House become a hot- 
bed of dangerous socialism? 

Americans-who are living in chicken houses 
and unheated basements and worse can present 
their compliments to Representative Wolcott and 
a 6-to-2 majority on the Rules Committee if, 
after favorable action on the T-E-W bill by the 
Senate, Congress winds up giving them nothing 
better than an extended lease on their misery. 
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Monopoly Wins a Battle 
By passing the Bulwinkle-Reed bill over Presi- 
dent Truman's veto, Congress has exempted a 
powerful “private government” from effective 
public control. From now on, transportation 
companies can take group action on rates and 
services without incurring anti-trust penaltics, 
Their immunity becomes effective only with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission’s approval, 
but this is a hollow formality. The raiiroads’ 
private committees and bureaus have restrained 
competition for years with the ICC’s consent. 
The consent will now become explicit. 
- By this act, Congress seriously weakened the 
power of the people to bargain on equal terms 
with the vital transportation industry. The error 
is made; let the fight go on to correct it. 
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Rolla Students Ask Help 


Using a cherished .American protection, stu- 
dents at the Missouri School of Mines are pre- 
paring for Gov. Donnelly-“a petition for fedress 
of grievances.” At recent count 554 students, 
or about 73 per cent of the» engineers, had 
signed. ~< 

This number is large enough for us. It is 
large enough, we believe, for the people of Mis- 
souri who have increasingly wondered why there 
should be these almost periodic outbreaks of 
dissatisfaction at the School of Mines. There 
should be an investigation and the facts should 
be made known. 

If the Board of Curators of the University of 
Missouri, the official governing body, does not 
wish to take up each complaint and answer fully 
and fairly, let it stand aside. Let it ask the 
Governor to conduct the investigation which the 
students request. Since the curators withdrew 
from the issue of building a $400,000 new law 
school solely for Negro students, it may be that 


they do not consider the situation at Rolla a 


proper concern of their board. 

Be that as it may, this situation is a proper 
concern of the people who pay the taxes to 
maintain a system of higher education. Five 
faculty members, who have served at Rolla for 
34 years, 32 years, 28 years, 28 years and ‘27 
years, have been summarily transferred to 
Columbia. ,

A Catholic scholar, Dr. Walsh, who is 
Regent of the School of Foreign Service 
at Georgetown University, apparently sees 
himself as a modern if minor Savonarola 
scourging the philosophy of totalitarianism. 


As a Catholic he is concerned with what 
happens when “right” or the “idea of jus- 
tice” is thought of as “a creation of man,” 
and is thus “separated from its true foun- 
dations, the law of God.” ‘The controlling 
notions of the book are wrought in these 
neo-Platonic and neo-Aristotelian terms, 
rather than in latter-day democratic ideas 
of policy and civil liberty. Whether it is 
the fault of his approach or of his crafts- 
manship, it is unfortunately true that Dr. 
Walsh takes a long time to say very little 
that is new about his subject. Though his 
book contains some interesting analysis. it 
lacks clarity, and. fails to recognize the 
central issue that the real question of the 
use and abuse of power lies in the final 
aims in relation to which it is exercised, 


- and its final human 


results. 


The best reading in 
the book is in the re- 
ports and transcrip- 
tions the author gives 
of documents reveal- 
ing the wanton sad- 
ism which epito- 
mized Nazi govern- 
ment—“the depravity 
worked by naked 
Power when uncun- 
trolled by con- 
science.” These pages 
are shocking and 
valuable, but the ma- 
terial. they contain Edmund A. Walsh S.J. 
has been rather widely publicized and is 
in any case available to anyone who wants 
to look it up. 


By way of giving the book a contem- 
porary focus, Dr. Walsh argues in conclu- 
sion that the Soviet Union is the heir to 
the Geopolitics first granted dynamic if 
perverted life by Adolph Hitler. Whatever 
one may think of the present international 
picture, it seems forcing matters to cram 
the Russians into the strict Geopolitical 
mold. But Dr. Walsh is sure that the men 
in the Kremlin are all little Karl Hausho- 
fers, preparing an attack on the United 
States through Alaska and from fishing 
bases off Ecuador. 


For the future, the author proniises a 
systematic three-volume treatise on power, 
Meanwhile, it must be said that the pres- 
ent work, like Rosinante, tends to dash off 
in a good many directions at once.

Vandenberg: Too Big for His Congress?

HE massive achievement of Senator Vandenberg in the Eightieth 
Congress is likely to loom-even larger with the passage of time. 
With his able staff on the Foreign Relations Committee, he has 
led his party, sometimes balky and surly, from one historie milestone 


to another. 


On the record he deserves the 
highest honor, the G.O.P. can 
offer. But as Vandenberg has 
often pointed out, that honor has 
never gone to 
the man who 
waits to be 
drafted, 

While he has 
consistently been "a 
the first choice /-3R% 
of millions of x 
voters in the 
event of a dead- 
lock at Philadel- 
phia, he has just 
as consistently 
refused to at + a 
in any way to 
gain the nomina- Vandenberg 
tion. Ardent admirers and friends 
have pleaded with him, in vain, 
to be allowed to take the steps 
necessary to crystallize the vast 
latent support in the party and in 
the country. 


Not Running. 


Unless such steps are taken, 


with floor managers ready to seize 
the strategic opportunity, Vanden- 
berg’s admirers fear the conven- 
tion may pass him by. Enthu- 
siastic friends are working, but 
without co-ordination, ‘ 

Two factors are back of Van- 
denberg’s reluctance. One is a kind 
of pride that restrains him.from 


seeking the office and being re-| 


paid with a rebuff. 

The other, and far more im- 
. portant reason, is his genuine 
hesitation before the crushing 
burden of the presidency. This 
has little to do with his health, 
which he and his doctors believe 
to be good. 

Nevertheless, he is 64 years old. 
Moving into the White House, he 
would break the rhythm of his 
Senate life, and he cherishes that 


rhythm. 
Alien Task. 


As President, he would be 
faced with complicated adminis- 
trative decisions. He would be 
taking on duties alien and strange 
because of his long concentration 
on foreign affairs. 

This is why some who want 
Vandenberg have suggested the 


possibility of Gov. Dewey accept- 
ing the vice-presidential nomina- 
tion. As Vice President, Dewey 
would take broad administrative 
responsibility. There seems little 
likelihood of this outcome at 
Philadelphia, however. 


i] |Old Guard’s Hatred. 


Still another elemen: is involved 
in Vandenberg’s hesitation. It is 


his fear of how far the narrow 
obstructionists in his own party 
would go in thwarting him if he 
were in the White House. They 
will be back in January—the Ta- 
bers, the Martins, the Hallecks— 
with the expected Republican 


sweep, and their power will be 
greater than ever. 

They. are’ jealous of ‘Vanden- 
berg, deeply resentful of his pres- 
tige and influence. Certain of his 
fellow-Republicans in the Senate 
already have gone beyond com- 
mon decency in spreading vicious 
slanders about the man who tow- 
ers so far above them. 

This is a grim forecast of what 
these same petty, jealous minds 
might do. A Republican Presi- 
dent might be almost as much a 
prisoner of Congress as the Demo- 
crat who has been skirmishing 
with Capitol Hill for two years. 


Many Sympathizers. 


Even though he has done noth- 
ing to gain the nomination, the 
convention may turn to Vanden- 
berg. He has the support of such 
forward-looking Republicans as 
Gov. Duff of Pennsylvania and 
Gov. Driscoll of New Jersey, who 
know the fatal consequences of a 
retreat to Hardingism. 

Ever since the end of war, both 
at home and abroad, Vandenberg 
has spoken for stability and peace 
through the United Nations. Again 
and again, his has been the voice 
of leadership. 

Skeptics point to the newness of 
his conversion from old-fashioned 
isolationism. But millions under- 
went the same conversion in the 
ordeal of a global war. That may 
be why today they have such a 
fellow-feeling for a leader with 
the courage and the ability to 
strike out in a new direction.

ended, 

Workers thus left without jobs 
are being sent as forced labor to 
the uranium mines of Saxony or 
to Russia, the newspapers Neue 
Zedtung and Die Welt said. 

“The end result of such a policy 
(of dismantlement) can only be 
the compete de-industrialization of 
the Soviet zone,” Die Welt con- 
tinued. “The resultant lowering of 
living standards will create an 
economic desert.” 

Both newspapers listed 10 Soviet 
owned factories and three plants 
already socialized as newly sched- 
uled for dismantling. They include 
machine, typewriter, synthetic fuel, 
film, cable and motor works. 

Account of Activity. 

Neue Zeitung and Die Welt, 
which frequently have official 
British - American information 
made available to them, os this 
picture of factory dismantling and 
working conditions in the Saxony 
mines of the Soviet zone. 

Russian Commander in Chief 
Marshal Vassily Sokolowsky as- 
eured the head of the Soviet 
zone’s German central adminis- 
tration dismantlings would end 
May 1, 1946. The following Oc- 
tober, however, factories still were 
being torn down for shipment to 
the Soviet Union. 

On Jan. 16, 1947, the Taegliche 
Rundschau, official organ of the 
Soviet military administration, 
again announced “the final end 
of dismantling.” Seven soft coal 
mines were excepted. 

Dismantlings which continued 
in the following months were de- 
scribed by the official Soviet 
news bureau as the “last phase” 
of the program. 

However, a new series of “par- 
tial” dismantlings started on six 
factories this spring. Included 
were the artificial rubber (Buna) 
plant in Schkopay and former 
Siemens factories at Arnstadt and 
Gera manufacturing electrical ap- 
paratus. 

Estimate on Effect. 

"The dismantling will reduce 
the capacity of these plants by 60 
per cent,” Die Welt said. 

Both Die Welt. and Neue Zei- 
tung said a large staff of Rus- 
sian engineers had arrived to do) 
the new job. 

The majority of the factories 
now being dismantled originally 
were incorporated into a giant 
Soviet-owned trust of more than 
100 eastern zone plants, Russians 
said then the plants were being 
left in Germany to work at full 
capacity for reparations which 
the Russians are taking out of 
current production. 

As a result of dismantlings, ex- 
propriations and reduced plant 
capacities, the newspapers pointed 
out unemployment was growing in 
eastern Germany, The unem- 
ployed, however, are being sent by 
zonal labor offices as forced labor 
into Saxony’s mining area where 
Russia is reported to he exploit- 
ing the mines for pitchblende, @ 
source of uranium. 

Mine Work Speeded. 

“With the increase of forced 
labor, work in the mines is being 
pressed forward day and night 
with the greatest of speed,” Die 
Welt said. “Miners have an order 
systematically to examine all old 
shafts in the Erz (ore) mountains 
for pitchblende deposits. Special 
workers have been directed to 
send samples after each blasting 
to the Soviet Uranium Institute 
in Freiberg.” 

To prevent flight of forced la- 
borers ,railway stations in the 
immediate area have been in- 
structed not to sell miners rail- 
way tickets without special au- 
thorization. Railway police have 
orders to check all travelers. 

The last group of American 
newspaper men to tour the Soviet 
zone in January were refused per- 
mission to visit the so-called 
uranium area, 

Am estimated 40,000 to 50,000 
Germans are working in the re- 
gion. Die Welt said it was known, 
however, between 150,000 to 200,000 
forced laborers so far have been 
taken there.

No official explanation was 
given, but some members of Con- 
gresa have protested that a pipe 
shortage here at home is delaying 
oil and irrigation projects, In 
diplomatic quarters, there ‘was 
conjecture that the present un- 
settled conditions in the Middle 
Hast influenced the decision. 

The Trans-Arabian Pipeline Co., 
an American-owned concern, had 
asked for export licenses for the 
pipe. 

The Commerce Department an- 
nounced the action. At the same 
time it announced it had granted 
the Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. licenses 
to export 11,650 tons of heavy oil- 
line pipe to construct a pipeline 
in Iran, The line is to extend 48 
miles from the oil field at Agha 
Jari to the port of Bandar Mas- 
chur on the Persian Gulf. The 
department said the line would be 
completed .by June 1949. 

Anglo-Iranian is a British-con- 
trolled firm, Government officials 
said most of its oil output has 
been sold to the United States. 

While the Commerce Depart- 
ment—which controls export li- 
censes—announced the decision in 
the two cases, other Government 
departments as wel] as some mem- 
bers of Congress had a part in 
the discussions preceding it. 
Senator Wherry (Rep.), Nebras- 
ka, chairman of the Senate Small 
Business Committee, had con- 
ferred on the matter with Secre- 
tary of State George C. Marshall, 
Secretary of Defense James Fore 
restal, Secretary of Commerce 
Charles Sawyer and other offi- 
clals. 

The committee for some months 
has been protesting against 
further shipments of steel to 
Saudi Arabia, on the ground that 
construction of the pipeline will 
not increase production and that 
oil can still be shipped from the 
Persian Gulf by tanker. 

Wherry said he understood some 
pipe already fabricated for Saudi 
Arabia would be released for sale 
in this country. He said his com- 
mittee had not objected to grant- 
ing Anglo-Iranian’s application for 
pipe exports, 

The Commerce Department said 


_Anglo-Iranian had contracted defi- 


nitely to sell American concerns 
40,000 barrels of the lines’ 100,000 
barrels daily capacity of crude oil. 
Negotiations to furnish another 
000 barrels daily for shipment ‘ 
to the United States have been 
carried on between Anglo-Iranian 
and American firms; officials said, 
and it is probable contracts will 
be made now that the department

Erskine has also lost a little of the power of the stage version. 

Tt still has sincerity and a plodding kind of honesty. It is 
still uncompromising as far as the individual Joe Keller and 


his guilt before society is concerned. But it stops thére. This 


was being finished at the time the Congressional investiga- 
tion into Communistic activities in Hollywood was in full 
sewing, and Hollywood was learning over backwards; to make 
sure no red tinge appeared in its films. Whether that prompted 
the decision or not, the fact remains that Joe’s statement that 
everyone who manufactured war weapons did it for profit, his 
implication that not he alone was guilty of risking lives for 
profits, is left out of the film. His rationalization of his 
murderous fraud by his contention “the business” is all- 
important, even before ethics, is less stressed. 

The movie is gripping enough, but some of the drive towards 
a climax of the third act of the play has been broken up by 
piecing the action out through several scenes for the sake of 
movement, and introducing a flashback in which Joe's partner 
explains what happened the day at the plant Joe decided to 
ship the defective parts, Like the play, the screen acript has 
dialogue that is strong rather than inspired. It never lifts 
itself above pedestrian naturalism. As a result, the mind has 
not quite been prepared for the inexorable Greek tragedy of 
the .ending, that of Joe’s suicide. The event seems more a 
desperate way out of a sordid mess than the classic purge of 
tragedy. , 

The screen play avoids the sudden transitions from bitter 
moods to those of jocularity that made the stage play jarring 
at times. The clashes between the characters are more toned 


down in the earlier stages so it isn’t necessary to keep reining. 


in the action to prevent it from boiling to climax too early. 
But, in making their behavior more rational, script writer and 
director have made some of the sketches of their characters 
a little less acid. Chris’s mother is no longer the despicable, 
selfish woman masquerading as the grieving mother—she is 
merely a sorrowing woman. The doctor next door is no longer 
a man giving up his aspirations to the nagging demands of 
his wife. One faulty note is introduced into the screen play. 
It has an Army inspector complaining the parts in question 
are defective. No explanation is made of why they weren't 
rejected out of hand. 

The acting is‘ good. Edward G. Robinson makes a vivid 
Joe Keller. Burt Lancaster is surprisingly sensitive as the son, 
Chris. Mady Christians as the mother, Louisa Horton, a young 
actress seen here on the stage last year in “The Voice of the 
Turtle,” and Howard Duff do workmanlike jobs of the other 
main roles. 

The second feature, “ARE YOU WITH IT?” turns out to 
be a diverting and lively musical comedy about carnival life, 
with Donald O’Connor’s callow comedy neatly balanced by the 
mature casualness of Lew Parker’s humor. Olga San Juan 
and Martha Stewart help with the new songs written for the 
film by Sid Miller and Inez James. 


Mild But Sometimes Amusing | 
“WALLFLOWER,” at the AMBASSADOR, an adaptation of 


the stage comedy of a few seasons back, is generally a mildly 

amusing effort, a bit inane and obvious at times, but some- 

times good for chuckles. It falls into the “Dear Ruth,” and 

“Kiss and Tell” class of suburban family 

comedy, although by no meang up to the 

standards of those efforts. The family headed 

by Edward Arnold in one of his alternate 

apoplectic-jovial portrayals, is a prosperous 

one with no more pressing problem than get- 

ting one daughter a date for the country club 

dance and keeping the other and shaplier one 

from going too boy-crazy. As usual, the wallflower daughter does 

a supposed cocoon into butterfly change which is symbolized by 

getting into a low-cut gown, but otherwise isn’t marked enough 

to cause all the wolf pantings from the young bucks that it 

does. The farcical goings-on that follow are a bit strained for 

effect, but hold up well because of the good work of Arnold, 

Joyce Reynolds as the wallflower, and Bob Hutton as a foolish 
young man, Janis Paige plays the other daughter. 

The second feature, “THE BIG PUNCH,” features Wayne 
Morris as an athletic minister, and Gordon MacRae, the singer, 
as a prize fighter mixed up with crooked handlers. It is more 
realistic and absorbing than the usual B. 


How Bad Was Vaudeville? 


A knotty problem poses itself in regard to “GIVE MY RE- 
GARDS TO BROADWAY,” at the FOX. The story is about a 
vaudeville act, Albert the Great and his family, which has 
found jobs and led a prosaic life in a New Jersey town since 

the demise of vaudeville, but which always 
dreams of going back to Broadway. Things 
like romances with the daughters, loyalty to 
the factory baseball team and a chance to 
get ahead with the firm with Albert’s’ son, 
and the fading of the old man’s talents keep 
interfering, so the act never does get back 
to the Main Stem, or even show business. 
But it does give several demonstrations of its juggling, singing, 
dancing and wise-cracking talents, with Dan Dailey, Charles 
Winninger, and Barbara Lawrence doing their stuff. Now the 
question is whether these skits were actually meant to be as 
horrible as they are, as a demonstration of the low estate to 
which vaudeville had fallen and why it kicked the bucket, or 
whether they are supposed to be good, and bona fide enter- 
tainment for the customers viewing the .- movie. 

After deep cogitation, we have decided they were actually 
supposd to be good fast, or at least flavorsome, numbers. No 
musical that we know of has ever had the pure brutal realism 
to present all its musical-numbers as deliberately bad as these 
skits are. No juggling, for a team supposed to have played 
the Palace, would ever purposely have been made as amateur- 
ish and crude as that displayed here. Vaudeville was static and 
unimaginative, but its top performers did have great skill. 

The story itself is merely standard sentiment about nobody 
wanting to back out on, or disillusion old Albert in his dreams 
of greatness. Working up at a lagging pace to a point long 
since obvious to the customers, it can’t help but fall flat at 
the end. Both the Technicolor and Dailey’s talents as a song 
and dance man are wasted. 

The second feature is “I WOULDN’T BE IN YOUR SHOES,” 
a melodrama about a hoofer who is convicted by circumstantial 
evidence of a murder he didn’t commit.

NEW YORK. 
URING the debate Tuesday at 
the meeting of the Human 
Rights Commission, at one 
point the delegate from the Soviet 
Union casually mentioned that 
plans made for western Germany 
would protect and revive Nazism 
and put the same people back in 
power as before the war. Thus, 
he maintained that Germany again 
would become a menace to the 
peace of Europe and, of course, 

to the peace of the world. 
In the evening papers I read that 
the Russians have taken again to 
their irritating tactics in Berlin 
and have prevented 140 coal-carry- 
ing railway cars from. entering 
Berlin from the western zone in 
the last few days and have shut 
off the auto bridges over the Elbe. 
This was reported by Allied au- 


. thorities, and by that is meant the 


Western Allies, British authorities 
stated that only trains bound for 
the western sectors of Berlin were 
halted. Those destined for the 
Russian sector went through un- 
molested.

AN EXCUSE was given, of

THIS IS SO because they imply 
obligations very often which the 
other nations living under a dem- 
ocratic voluntary form of govern- 
ment, and not under the type of 
authority which is accepted in 
Russia, cannot express themselves, 
in a way that the Soviet considers 
clear and unequivocal and which 
the others consider authoritative. 

It will take some time for these 
differences to\sink in and for the 
Russian representatives to realize 
that there is no persona! dislike 
toward them and no animosity 
toward their country. It is simply 
two different types of thinking 
that will have to be reconciled 
gradually by drawing the different 
points of. view toward each other 
till they at least can meet occa- 
sionally.

sewage systems goeg out of whack 
your best friend is someone who 
has made a study and a career 
out of the care and feeding of 
these gimmicks. And the best of 
these specialists is the character 
who did the original installation 
of the system.

So while there is not much you 
yourself can do to get the system

Sometimes she 
and their son will telephone and say terrible things about him 
and me. I have almost lost confidence in my husband be- 
cause of her, and where she is concerned my mind is all 
mixed up.

It is quite likely your husband is no happier about the 
conduct of his former wife than you are, but simply does not 
know how to deal with it. Once they were divorced, except 
for matters concerning the welfare of the children, they should 
have no dealings with each other, now that both are married 
again. She shows a‘great lack of dignity to act as you de- 
scribe and your husband should give her to understand the 
telephone calls, and her infringing on his time with his chil- 
dren will not be tolerated. Do not permit yourself to be jeal- 
ous. If he had cared for her your husband would have re- 
married her long ago. It is quite likely he does not deliberately 
go where he knows she will be, it is more likely that having 
been married for years they still have many of the same 
friends, care for the same kinds of amusements and naturally 
run into each other because of this. When this happens he 
should take care to be always polite to her, but not to act 
in such a way as to cause comment or to humiliate you. Get 
yourself in hand.

Recognize the 
fact that this is your husband’s second marriage just as it is 
yours, that neither of you can ever become entirely divorced 
from the past, and don’t allow yourself to dwell on this for- 
mer wife or what she may be thinking or doing. Resolve to 
do all in your power to make up to your husband for that 
unhappy first marriage and together you will find happiness 
in this one.

Young Old-Timer in Comedy Field 


Tim Herbert, at Opera Next Week, Has Had Varied Career as Entertainer

INDING an old-fashioned, all- 
F round comedian among the 

younger crop of comics is as 
difficult as finding a new joke 
of similar youth. Tim Herbert, 
however, is that rarity, a young 
old timer, a comedian who has 
played the Palace two-a-day, the 
nightclub and band leader circuit, 
and has appeared in musical com- 
edies, plays and operettas. 

“So I’m all-round anyway,” he 
says. “I don’t know whether I'm 
a comedian or not.” 

Municipal Opera audiences will 
have a chance to judge for them- 
selves next week when Herbert 
makes his roaring entrance on @ 
motorcycle, as ck Bean in 
“Rio Rita.” He was practicing 
riding, without hands and occa- 
sionally without balance, on a 
motor scooter named Moanin’ 
Lisa and belonging to person or 
persons unknown, when we 
trapped him at a backstage re- 
hearsal. 

The speed seemed to have got- 
ten him for he showed a tenden- 
cy to tear through his biography 
in double time. 

“I went to high school and ; rep 
school in New York and then went 
on the stage for six or seven 
months, and then I went to the 
University of Michigan and then 
I went back on the stage and 
stayed,” he said rapidly. 

We recapitulated slowly, dis- 
covered that Herbert is a native 
New Yorker, born Herbert Timber, 
the son of Herman Timber, also 
a comedian, and that while he 
traveled occasionally with his 
show business parents, he spent 
most of his youth in schools, and 
finally gave himself a whirl at a 
dancing career for six or seven 
months. 

“Where was that?” we asked. 

“In theaters. Then I went to the 
University of Michigan and then 
I went back on the stage, played 
all the big vaudeville houses, 
made some 60 two-reel comedies, 
and then went to England where 
I played in the ‘Crazy Show’ for 
four months—” : 

This time he was all the way up 
to 1940 before we could stop him. 

Actually, Herbert got into show 
business by such natural gradual 
processes that he scarcely noticed 
them, -: 

“I kind of drifted into it,” he 
said. “I never said, ‘Gee, I wanna 
go on the stage,’ or anything like 
that. It was just one of those 
things that happened.” 

After his early career as a 
dancer, he went into a comedy 
act with his father, playing 
straight man to him and absorb- 
ing technique. | 

“That’s where I learned every- 
thing I know,” he said, “and I 
think I got very good training. 
He’s a pretty fine guy. 

“Of course,” he continued, “it’s 
impossible to ‘train’ a comedian. 
For instance, timing is one of the 
things you can’t teach. You could 
say to someone, ‘Now when I say 
this line, you look in this direc- 
tion,’ but it doesn’t always work

However, because 
East also had made a mistake in 
bidding two clubs on a: bad hand 
(instead of one no-trump), and 
because North unexpectedly 
turned up with a great deal of 
help, South’s bidding had an 
amazingly lucky outcome. 

West did not want to ruff clubs, 
since his heart tricks were ready- 
made, but he could find no safer 


‘lead than the singleton of his 


partner’s suit. East won, and in- 
stead of making the marked shift 
to a diamond, returned a. club. 
Right there the defense collapsed! 
West having refused to ruff 
South’s trick, South continued 
with clubs and got rid of a dia- 
mond from dummy. Then by 
finessing for the spade king and 
cross-ruffing diamonds and 
spades, South actually held his 
loss to three trump tricks and 
one club—the defenders never 
took a diamond! 

In view of West’s double of two 
hearts as well as three hearts, 
East should have realized that 
there was no point in making 
West ruff clubs, and he also 
should have seen that to develop 
a defensive diamond trick, the 
lead would have to come from his 
hand. Certainly, with dummy 
showing so much unexpected 
strength, and with the knowledge 
that the East hand had been ren- 
dered null and void after giving 
up the club ace, East could not 
afford to “relax.” He might have

HY should homemakers be 
W to do their food 

work expertly with a few 
poor tools? Thousands, however, 
plug away with tools that should 
go to the junk man. Only a smal! 
precentage even own good knives 
specially designed to do certain 
jobs skillfully. An amazing num- 
ber get along on just a butcher 
knife to pare, chop and carve and 
even pry off lids, cut asparagus, 
turn pancakes and eggs, etc. 
‘Every homemaker deserves a 
fine paring knife and it should 
be used only for paring, or trim- 
ming delicate vegetables. Another 
essential knife is one with saw 
teeth to slice bread, not cake, and 
to cut apart bones as in fish or 
tender chicken.
